The postmaster-genera- l has made a ruling
to the effect that in cases where railroad

companies carrying mail are obliged to de-

liver it into and receive it f'ura postoffices
(which requirement applies to stations where
the postothec is within eighty rods of the
stopping place of the train), employes car-

rying mails between the station and the of-

fice are not employes in the postal service,
and need not be sworn iu. The department
however,' requires. the railroad company to
employ f,.r this purpose a person over the
age of 16 years, of suitable intelligence and
character, and postmaste a are directed to

report any violation of this requirement,
The new mail service between San Fran-

cisco and Australia and New Zealand, to re-
